to

Vietnam 
to 


identify the prisoners; a year 
earlier he made the same re- 
quest to the late President Ho 
Chi Minh. 


Ho did reply— with a refusal 


to consider the issue of captured 
Americans as separate from 
other 
Communist negotiating 


points. 


Fulbright, D-Ark., published 


the 
correspondence

Record, saying 


he did so as evidence of his con- 
tinuing concern about the pris- 
oners. 


"There appears to be an ef- 


fort on the part of some to im- 
ply that those who question our 
policies in Vietnam do not care 


the prisoners," he said, 


adding such feelings are absurd.

2,008 U.S. Navy men that day, 
109 Marines, 218 soldiers and 68 
civilians. Hundreds more were 
wounded. 


The Oglala was one of nine 


Navy ships sunk. In the attack 
188 American planes were de- 
stroyed. The Japanese lost 29 
aircraft.

He pushed a secret button which 
gave the signal to the generals 
who were waiting in the next 
room. (Marshal Georgi K.) Zhu- 
kov was the first to appear ... 
Malenkov said in a faint voice 
to comrade Zhukov, 'As chair- 
man of the Council of Ministers 
of the U.S.S.R., I request that 
you take Beria into custody 
pending investigation of charges 
made against him.'" 


Beria was shot six months lat- 


er. 


The account portrays Beria as 


a hypocritical schemer at Sta- 
lin's death bed in his country 
home near Moscow: 


"Beria had started spewing 


hatred against Stalin and mock- 
ing him. It was simply unbeara- 
ble to listen to Beria. But as 
soon as Stalin showed these 
signs 
of 
consciousness 
and 


made us think he might recov- 
er, Beria threw himself on his 
knees, seized Stalin's hand and 
started kissing it. When Stalin

closed his eyes, Beria stood up 
and spat ...." 


The reminiscences also say 


that Alexei N. Kosygin, who 
succeeded Khrushchev as pre- 
mier in 1964, came close to 
elimination by Stalin in 1949. 


The old guard around Stalin 


as the time apparently feared 
Kosygin and two other Lenin- 
grad leaders—A.A. Kuznetsov

it can cause blindness, deafness, 
brain damage and malfor- 
mations of the heart, bond and 
liver. 


A National Foundation-March 


of Dimes report estimates that in 
the last (1964) major epidemic, 
German measles caused ab- 
normal pregnancies in 50,000 
women, killed 
30,000 unborn 


babies. The 20,000 who survived 
were afflicted by a variety of 
birth defects. 


Epidemics usually occur six to 


nine years apart, so anouther 
should be on its way soon. This 
time, though, thanks to newly 
developed vaccine, we can help 
prevent a repetition of the 1964 
tragedy. Mecical authorities 
stress that the mass im- 
munization of children is by far 
the most effective way of 
achieving that result.

Ford, UAW 
Hope to Beat 
Deadline

DETROIT (AP) - Bargainers 


for Ford Motor Co. and the 
United Auto Workers Union ne- 
gotiated through the night in 
hopes of winding up a new 
three-year contract for 166,000 
workers before today's midnight 
strike deadline. 


The marathon session began 


at 11 a.m. Sunday. 


UAW 
and 
Ford personnel 


ranging from public relations 
men to photographers waited 
nearby—a traditional sign an 
announcement is in the offering. 


The UAW hoped to match or 


better the pact it won with Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. last month 
following a (i7-day strike. 


The UAW's 200-meinber Ford 


Council was scheduled to meet 
later today. If a tentative agree- 
ment is reached, the council 
must vote on whether to recom- 
mend that the rank-and-file rati- 
fy it. 


Sources said a major hangup 


was whether to make the new 
contract retroactive to Sept. 14, 
thus giving Ford workers an ad- 
ditional $20 million in pay. 


Ford had offered a retroactive 


increase of 2G cents hourly for 
the last 60 working days, which 
would give workers an addition- 
al $124.80 each. 


The union demanded that the 


total first year pay increase be 
retroactive. If placed at 51 cents 
hourly, as in the GM contract, it 
would mean each worker's ret- 
roactive check would be $244.80. 


In the GM settlement, the av- 


erage autoworker's hourly wage 
was increased to $4.53, the ceil- 
ing was removed on the cost-of- 
living wage escalator, and early 
retirement benefits were added. 


Ford and Chrysler Corp. were 


given strike immunity when 
their contracts expired Sept. 14 
while the UAW conducted its 
strike against GM for a pat- 
torn-setting agreement. 


No strike deadline has been 


set for Chrysler or for Ford's 
Canadian operation." 


The prospect loomed that 


some Ford plants might be 
closed, despite any 
national 


agreement. Sources said that 
some union locals which had

agreements might walk out at 
midnight whatever happened at 
the main bargaining table.

Contract negotiations broke off 
Thursday in Detroit between the 
Teamsters and the Labor Rela- 
tions Advisory Association, the 
bargaining unit for the truckers. 
Negotiations resume here today. 


As subfreezing temperatures 


covered the states involved, oil 
company spokesmen said the 
strike— at this stage anyway— 
will not drastically affect con- 
sumers but rural areas will feel 
the pinch in several days. Fuel 
oil is one of the most wide- 
spread forms of home heating, 
especially in rural areas. 


The affected states are Illi- 


nois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, North Da- 
kota, Ohio, South Dakota and 
Wisconsin. 


A spokesman for Standard Oil 


Co. of Ohio said the company 
will keep fuel moving despite 
the walkout of about 700 drivers 
in the Cleveland area. 


Fuel suppliers in the Colum- 


bus, Ohio, area said that cur- 
rent supplies of fuel are suffi- 
cient for "a. few weeks maybe." 


Aside from" the 700 striking 


drivers in the Cleveland area 
and 600 in Michigan, Teamsters 
across the 13-state area are un- 
decided as to their next move. 


Iowa drivers

whether to strike. In Milwau- 
kee, an official of Teamsters Lo- 
cal 200 said its 1,000 members 
will wait and see what happens 
in the bargaining session today 
before making a move. 


Teamsters bargaining com-

Deeply Cuts 
Farm Loans

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 


Agriculture Department report 
says tight money policies and 
high interest rates have cut the 
amount of direct loans to farm- 
ers by one-third. 


The report says new money 


loaned by insurance companies, 
federal land banks and the 
Farmers Home Administration 
dropped from.almost,$950 mil- 
lion in the first half of last year 
to $606.5 million during 
the 


same period this year. 


The $606.5 million figure is the 


lowest amount loaned by the 
three groups since 1962. It is 
about half of the 1966 figure of 
$1.25 
billion — the 
highest 


amount ever recorded. 


Agriculture Department offi- 


cials have been saying the total 
amount of money available for 
loans to farmers was dropping 
but this is the first time the de- 
partment has stated what the 
reduction is. 


Life 
insurance 
companies 


loaned $134.5 million during the 
first half of this year—down 56 
per cent from a year earlier, 
the report said. Federal land 
banks advanced $471.4 million, a 
drop of more than 25 per cent. 


FHA direct 
loans dropped 


from $8.8 million during the 
first half of last year to $560,000 
during the first six months of 
this year. 


The FHA's primary business 


is insuring farm mortgage loans

than

.NEW YORK (AP) - Nikita 
Khrushchev says he engineered 
secret police chief Lavrenty P. 
Beria's downfall after Joseph 
Stalin's death, according to the 
third installment of the reminis- 
cences attributed to the former 
Soviet premier. 


Georgi Malenkov took over 


after Stalin died, but the remin- 
iscences published in Life's Dec. 
11 issue say this was part of a 
plot by Beria to build up Malen- 
kov and then discredit him, 
clearing the way for his own 
rise to power. 


The memoir gives this ac- 


count: 


Soon after Stalin's death in 


March 1953, Khrushchev tried to 
persuade Malenkov that he was 
being led into a trap and pro- 
'posed that he deal with Beria 
through the Communist party 
Presidium. 


"Malenkov - finally agreed," 


Khrushchev writes. "I was sur- 
prised and delighted. We wrote 
the agenda for the next Presidi- 
um session and included some 
issues on which the others sup- 
ported us, and Beria was defeat- 
ed. This pattern was repeated, 
and only then did Malenkov be- 
come confident that we could 
use party methods against Be- 
ria." 


The key meeting took place in 


June. 


"As soon as Malenkov opened 


the session he said, 'Let us dis- 
cuss party questions. There are 
some matters which we must 
deal with right away.' Everyone 
agreed. As had been arranged 
in advance, I requested the floor 
and proposed that we discuss 
the matter of Beria. Beria was 
sitting on my right. He gave a 
start, grabbed me by the hand, 
looked at me with a startled 
expression and said, 'What's 
going on, Nikita? What's this 
you're mumbling about? 


"I said, 'Just pay attention. 


You'll find out soon enough!'" 


Most of those present 
de- 


nounced Beria, and Khrushchev 
then proposed his removal from 
official posts. 


"Malenkov was still in a state 


of panic. As I recall he didn't

end of January.

cease-fire, 
Jackson 


said. 


Jackson appeared on NBC's 


radio and television program 
"Meet the Press." 


After the program, 
Jackson 


said the secretary of state told 
him a prolonged cease-fire was 
proposed to the 
Communists 


without success a year ago. 


North Vietnam predicted re- 


cently the United States would 
again offer a long truce. Hanoi 
rejected the idea, offering in- 
stead a three-day cease-fire at 
Christmas and New Year and a 
four-day halt to hostilities for 
Tet. 


South Vietnam has not an- 


nounced any holiday truce plans 
yet. 


Jackson said a prolonged 


cease-fire would require guar- 
antees against violations. He 
added, "I 
would 
hope 
our 


friends and allies as well as the 
third, uncommitted world would 
join in an intensive effort to per- 
manently establish a standstill 
cease-fire."

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 


(AP) — Ambassador Giovanni 
Enrico Bucher of Switzerland 
was kidnaped today by terror- 
ists who shot a Brazilian gov- 
ernment 
agent 
assigned 
to 


guard him. 


The 
Swiss 
Embassy 
said 


Bucher was on his way to his of- 
fice in his car. The car was 
blocked by the terrorists, the 
ambassador removed and the 
agent shot as he attempted to 
stop the abduction, the embassy 
reported. 


The agent was reported to 


have been wounded by the gun- 
fire. 


It is Brazil's fourth political 


kidnaping in a rash of such sei- 
zures that began with the ab- 
duction of U.S. Ambassador C. 
Burke Elbrich on Sept. 4, 1969, 
in Rio de Janeiro. He was re- 
leased after the military gov- 
ernment freed 15 prisoners held 
in connection with politically in- 
spired crimes.

Appeal in Riot

Supreme Court rejected today 
an appeal by John W. Smith, a 
black cab driver whose arrest 
on a traffic charge triggered 
five days of rioting in Newark, 
N.J., in July 1967. 


Smith, convicted of assaulting 


one of the policemen who ar- 
rested him and sentenced to two 
to 
three 
years 
in 
prison, 


claimed Negroes, women Ne- 
wark residents and poor people 
were systematically and uncon- 
stitutionally excluded from Es- 
sex county juries. 


The court made no comment 


in declining, 8-0 to give him a 
hearing. Smith also challenged 
the loyalty oath for jurors and 
claimed adverse publicity de- 
prived him of impartial grand 
jury proceedings. 


In other actions today, the 


court: 


—Allowed the state of Califor- 


nia to fire a construction inspec- 
tor who refused to work on Sat- 
urdays for religious reasons, 


—Rejected an appeal by a 


Connecticut clothing salesman 
who was ordered to active 
Army duty because he wore his 
hair long to National Guard 
drills. 


—Refused to review the sec- 


ond-degree murder conviction of 
an Oregon man who claimed 
scraping his fingernails for evi- 
dence was an unlawful search. 


Smith was convicted in 1968 of 


assault and robbery on Patrol-* 
man John DeSimone, one of two 
policemen involved in his arrest 
on a traffic charge. Rumors 
that Smith had died of a beating 
after the arrest swept through 
the predominantly Negro Cen- 
tral Ward of Newark and five 
days of rioting, looting and ar- 
son followed. Twenty-six per- 
sons died and hundreds were
